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ATV Balloon Launch Schedule 


Preparations for the PACIFICON ‘93 ATV balloon launch will begin at 
about 0800 at Navajo Aviation hanger near the control tower at Buchanan 
field in Concord. Bill Brown; WB8ELK, master balloon launcher will be in 
charge of the launch and wiil be assisted by MDARC member Don Smith, 
N6NKF. 


The airport is located about 1/2 mile north of Hilton hotel PACIFICON '93 
headquarters. Weather permitting the launch will take place between 10 
and 11 AM. The flight is expected to Carry the balloon out over the San 
Joaquin Valley towards the Stockton-Modesto area. In Case of bad 
weather or wind conditions, the backup date for the launch will be the 
following day, Sunday, Oct. 24, 1993, at the same time. 


On board the balloon will be a 10 meter beacon with 2 meter audio on 
28.322 MHz. Live camera video will be available on 434.0 MHz with 
global positioning information on screen. A simplex fm repeater on 144.34 
MHz will also be available. After landing, the transmitter will cycle 8 
seconds on 8 seconds off for T-hunt teams. Bill Brown will describe the 
details of the electronics package during a technical sessions scheduled 
for Saturday afternoon. 


Right after lift-off, transmitter hunters will set off to track the flight and 
recover the electronics package (Transmitter hunters note: The Sunday 
morning transmitter hunts will have prizes awarded — not the balloon 
transmitter hunt). If all goes well with the Saturday launch (and the 
electronics package survives!) a second launch will take piace on Sunday 
morning at the same time. 


Live video from the balloon will be available on the ATV repeater and at 
the ATV console during PACIFICON '93. Video tape of the flight and 
preparations will be broadcast on the ATV repeater during PACIFICON.

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HAMS AND THE CC COUNTY FAIR 


Over the previous 4 years, the Contra Costa County Sheriffs ARC 
(Amateur Radio Communications) Team, (formerty known as the Sheriff's 
Uniformed Amateur Radio Unit) has provided backup communications as 
well as additional “eyes and ears" for Sheriffs Department reserve 
deputies working the Contra Costa County Fair security detail. Again, the 
ARC-Team's assistance was requested this year, not only in a 
communications support role, but also to be responsible for the "lost 
child/lost parent” detail. This provided a much-needed service for the fair 
and parents, and aiso freed the reserve deputies to concentrate on law 
enforcement activities, resulting in a more efficient use of available 
resources.

During these periods, twelve lost 
children/parents were reunited. 


The following ARC-Team members, all members of MDARC, participated 
in this event: Bill Brimmer, N6LZM: Allie Daneman, KD6LYM; Steve 
Donovan, WB6SAI; Pavan Gill, KD6MFL; and Reserve Lt. Clay Yale, 
N6YBQ, who is in charge of the ARC-Team. Reserve Sgt. Derek Brown, 
N6CUK, supervised and organized the event support. 


Again, the Sheriffs Department was very appreciative of the services 
provided by the ARC-Team. During these two evenings, the ARC-Team 
contributed about 70 hours.
